Banker Tells Real Estate 
Men Small Part of Com- 
merce is Forelgn. 


In an address before the Chicago real 
estate board yesterday, which evoked 
unusual demonstrations of approval, 
Charies G. Dawes, president of the Cen- 
tral Trust company, declared he could 
have no sympathy with those economists 
who say that in the tremendous destruc- 
tion of wealth in Europe because of the 
war this country must also be seriously 


hurt, 

Mr. Dawes asserted that the man whois 
industrious profits at the expense of the 
man who from whatever cause is not in- 
dustrious; that the same holds true of 
nations, and that there is no reason in 
gound political economy why thie great 
Gisaster abroad c bould result in a dis 
aster to this country. He declared that 
the increased activity in exchanges, ro- 
flecting the growing activity in food prod- 
ucts, is an index of the reviving confi- 
dence which will give to this country one 
of the 
ever has enjoyed. 

Foreign Trade Relatively Small. 

Too much stress, he declared, is laid on 
the importance of the foreign trade of 
this country, saying it is only 1 per cent 
of the country’s domestic trade, and so | 
far as it vitally concerns the prosperity 
of the country is a negligible quantity. 

„We are commercially and industrially 
independent,” be said, “and we do not 
néed the world as it needs us, and this 
war, horrible and regrettable as it is, is 
certain to place a great premium on the 
prosperity of this country instead of 
lessening it.“ 

Speaking along what he termed patriotic 
lines, he paid a warm tribute to President 
Wilson, who, he said, despite the popular 
clamor and the advantage which might 
have come to his party, bad preserved

PRUSSIAN DIET 
VOTES A CREDIT 
OF $379,000,000 


Act to Maintain Nation While 
Armies Keep Enemy 
Out, 


BERLIN, Oct. 22—The Prussian diet 
met today and passed war bills, including 
one granting a credit of $375,000,000. 

After congratulatory messages to the 
empire had been voted, Clemens Del- 
brueck, vice chancellor, submitted the war 
bills. Herr Delbrueck said Germany had 
been forced into the war by the hatred and 
envy of her neighbors. 

He regretted, be said, that the imperial 
chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
who had accompanied Emperor William 
in the field, was unable to be present at 
the session. 

“I am the bearer of the sincereat greet- 
ings of the emperor to you,” continued 
Herr Delbrueck. " He is following with 
uvely interest your work, which will heal 
the wounds created by the war.

ASKS CONGRESS: 
TO STRENGTHEN | 
COAST DEFENSE 


Artillery Chief Declares Lack 
of Men Galls for Serious 
Consideration. 


ONLY HALF ENOUGH TROOPS 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ! 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—[Special.]) 
The shortage of coast artillery troops 
for the United States proper is at the 
present time so far below the require- 
ments as to make it a matter deserving 
‘the serious consideration of congress.” 
This unpreparedness for defense of the 
nation is disclosed by Brig. Gen. E. M. 
Weaver, chief of the coast artillery serv- 
ice, in his to the chief of staff of 
Service Lacking in Men. 

On June 30, 1914, the actual strength 
of the coast artillery corps was 758 offi- 
cere (excluding fourteen chaplains) and 
17,001 enlisted men. The strength au- 
thorized by law is 748 officers (excluding 
fourteen chaplains) and 19,321 enlisted 
men. The strength the coast artillery 
corps was, therefore, on June 30, 1914, be- 
low the strerigth authorized by law by 
1,420 enlisted men. 

To man the coast defenses in the in- 
sular possessions and the canal sone, 
and all the mines and one-half the guns, 
mortars and accessory equipment in the 
United States, the other one-half to be 
manned by the militia coast artillery, re- 

quires 2,062 officers and 48,840 men. The 
present authorized strength of the regu- 
lar coast artillery corps, therefore, is. 
short 664 officers and 10,088 enlisted men. 


Asks for More Men. 

Having in mind.“ Brig. Gen. Weaver 
says, “the fact that the service of the 
coast guns and mortars and mines is 
one of high technical requirement, and 
involves considerable time to train offi- 
cers and enlisted men efficiently to han- 
die the armament, range finding equip- 
ment, searchlights, power and electrical 
equipment connected therewith, and hav- 
ing tn ‘mind also that on the beginning 
of war the coast line immediately be- 
comes the threatened line and there is 
then no time available to train volun- 
teers, it is recommended that legislation 
be enacted increasing the coast artillery 
corps by the number of officers and en- 
listed men which have been and must 
be abstracted from the United States for 
oversea. service, and that hereafter, 
whenever new fortifications are provided 
by congress, the manning body of such 
fortificationa be included in the legisla- 
tion which provides for the construction 
of such fortifications. 


POSTAL SAVINGS INCREASE; 
ALIENS KEEP MONEY HERE. 


Earnings Formerly Sent Abroad 
Kept in U. S. Bank—Branch at 
Chicago Makes $521,339 Gain. 

The Buropean war has caused an un- 
usually heavy increase in postal savings 
bank deposits in all parts of the country. 
according to reports received by Post- 
master General Burleson. The increase 
in deposits has gronwn steadily during 
the last three months, 

A report issued by Postmaster D. A. 
Campbell yesterday shows that the gain 
in deposits in the Chicago postal say- 
ings bank for July, August, and Septem- 
ber ia greater than for the entire pre- 
ceding year. During the three months 
the gain was $521,339. This brings the 
total amount on deposit up to $2,827,271. 

A total of 7,110 new accounts were 
opened in that period, showing that those 
who formerly patronized the international 
money order division of the postoffice and 
gent their savings abroad now deposit 
their money in Uncle Sam's savings bank.

Twelve Doctors and Nurses 
in 850,000 Expedition 
to Go to Servia. 


CHICAGOAN DENIES GIFT: 


Equipped with a high powered automo- 
bile and the most modern inventions in 
surgical apparatus that money can buy, 
six doctors from Chicago and New York, 
accompemied by a band of trained nurses 
and a chauffeur, will sail next week to aid 
the Servian Red Cross on the field of 
battle. 

The expedition, it te said, will cost from 
$20,000 to $50,000. According to those who 
will take part in the expedition, the un- 
dertaking has been financed by Charies R. 
Crane, recently a member of the Crane 
company. 

Mr. Crane denied that he had backed the 
expedition financially, either in part or as 
a whole

NORRIS BLAMES THEM. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—[ Special. ] 
Peoria and Chicago distillers will be 
‘summoned before the senate lobby com- 
mittee shortly after Deo. 1 to explain their

liquor lobbyists. 


| Overman Agrees to Inquiry. 

Senator Overman promptly replied that 
if Senator Norris would submit the names 
of any men who were lobbying against 
the whisky tax he would summon them 
before his committee, Senator Norris 
told him Robert Crain of Baltimore and 
Charles Lewis of Kentucky were two and 
there were others whose names he would 
furnish tomorrow. Among the latter are 
Samuel Woolner Jr., William F. Wolfner, | 
and F. H. Corning of Peoria, and P. J. 
Hennessy of Chicago. 

Woolner is president of the National 
Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ association. 
He is connected with one of the largest 
Peoria distilleries. Corning is the head 
of another Peoria distilling firm, and 
Wolfner has distilling interesta. 


Made No Secret of Lobby. 

The four Illinoisans, together with 
Lewis and Crain, appeared in Washington 
just after the senate put a tax of 5 cents 
a gallon on rectified spirits. According 
to Senator Norris they made no secret 
of the fact that they came here to have 
the tax removed. 

Algo, according to the senator, they 
were successful in obtaining its removal 
during the conferences between the sen- 
ate and house managers of the bill.

Compromise Allows a Peaceful 
Adjournment. 


Washington, D. C., Oct, 22--A dinner 
tonight in honor of the United States Su-

Race Question Compromised. 
The compromise of the race question 
as to membership in the association in the 
closing hours of the meeting permitted 
adjournment without a single contest on 
the floor. Moorfield Storey of Boston, 
Mass, had introduced a resolution to re- 
scind the 1912 resolution, declaring it had 
never been contemplated that negroes 
should become members. Asa substitute, 
Henry St. George Tucker of Virginia, be- 
fore debate of the Storey resolution was 
taken up. offered a resolution rescinding 
the 1912 resolution, but setting forth that 
whereas it is important that full infor- 
mation should be furnished to the execu- 
tive committee as to application for mem- 
bership, it was resolved that all applica- 
tions for membership should state the 
race and sex of the applicant, and such 
other facts as the committee should re- 
quire. 


Tucker Resolution Adopted. 

The Tucker resolution was adopted al- 
most unanimously. Mr. Storey grasped 
Mr. Tucker’s hand, and the entire audi- 
ence broke forth in applause. 
The Tucker resolution not only settled 
for the time being the negro question but 
empowered the executive committee to 
pase upon the admission of women, three 
of whom have applied for membership.

TRY TO CATCH DODGERS. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—Uniess the 
experts who figured out the “ taxables ” 
when congress was working on the in- 
come tax law were far at sea in their cal- 
culations, there are more than 140,000 in- 


come tax dodgers who have evaded the 


internal revenue collector and failed to 
pay their share of the toll. 

According to figures ‘made public to- 
night by the secretary of the treasury, 
$57,508 returns were made under the in- 
come tax law during the fiscal year just 
ended. The estimates on which congress 
did much of its work on the act gavea 
total of 425,000 taxable incomes. These 
estimates did not melude incomes be- 
tween $3,000 and $4,000. 

According to tonight's statement, 79,426 
returne were made on incomes between 
these limits, so that the total discrepancy 
between the estimates and the incomes is 


146,828. 


Campaign to Catch Dodgers. 

It was not expected at the time that 
these estimates would prove correct, but 
to have the actual returns fall so far be- 
low the estimates hes led to the belief 
that out of the 146,000 missing there must 
be many delinquents. 

The internal revenue bureau months 
ago announced that it had begun a cam- 
paign to detect the dodgers. This cam- 
paign has been pushed vigorously, and it 
was understood tonight that results might 
be forthcoming soon. 

There is little doubt that every effort 
will be made to catch up with violators, 
for as a revenue producer the law has 
fallen considerably below expectations, 


turning in about $28,000,000 for the pay- 


able ten months of last year instead of 
about $45,000,000, as had been expected. 


All Classes Below Estimates. 

Not a single class of incomes lived up 
to the hopes of the estimaters. In the 
$5,000 to $10,000 class, however, the dis- 
crepancy was greatest, the estimates 
being 178,000 and the returns 101,718. In- 
comes from $4,000 to $5,000 were only 
found to number 114,484, while the esti- 
mate was 126,000. 

The announcement showed that 44 re- 
turns were made on incomes over $1,000,- 
000, 91 on incomes between $500,000 and 
$1,000,000, and 222 on incomes between 
$250,000 and $500,000, and 1,241 on incomes 
between $100,000 and $250,000. In no in- 
stances were these figures near the esti- 
mates which put the $1,000,000 incomes 
at 100, the next at 830, the next at 500 and 
the $100,000 to $250,000 at 2,500. 

There were 6,682 married women who 
made separate returns; the total of all 
married persons making returns was 
278.835; the single men numbered 55,212 


and the single women 23,551,

Machinery to put into effect some of the 
neglected recommendations of the Sumner 
vice commission was set in motion yes- 
terday. The council committee on health 
received from the law department a re- 
view of the recommendations to city au- 
thorities, accompanied by ordinances 
where they were called for. Four pros- 
pective laws were presented in this way 
and the committee requested that two ad- 
ditional ones be drafted and that the 
further recommendations of the commis- 
sion, such as those concerning state legis- 
lation, be handled in the same manner. 

No action was taken by the committee 


have been printed. They are regarded 
as of extreme importance, and it is ex- 
pected that more than one battle will be 
fought over them before they are put 
into effect. 


Ordinance Hits Dance Halls. 

This is especially true of an ordinance 
wiping out special bar permits which 
authorize the sale of liquor in connection 
with dances until 3 a. m. 

“This ordinance absolutely stops the 
sale of liquor in connection with dances,” 
said George L. Reker, the assistant cor- 
poration counsel, who drafted the meas- 
ures. 

Another proposed ordinance requires a 

special license for each dance held in a 
public hall. The fees are intended to 
support a department of dance hall in- 
spéection which will watch the conduct 
of the dancers, 
Mr. Reker also presented an ordinance 
for the creation of a morals commission 
that he says will not interfere with the 
new organization of the police department 
and the work of the second deputy super- 
intendent's office, 


„House of Shelter“ Proposed. 

The fourth ordinance provided for the 
creation of a “house of shelter for wom- 
en of the streets, an industrial school with 
hospital accommodations. 

After a letter from Chief Gleason cov- 
ering the subject had been read the com- 
mittee asked Mr. Reker to draft bills for 
presentation to the legislature authoriz- 
ing the city to license hotels and drug 
stores. The power to revoke hotel 
licensees, Chief Gleason said, would bee 
big influence in the fight against the social 
evil, and a similar power over drug stores 
would aid the battle against the drug 
traffic.

make it as easy to digest as any starch 
can be. 

The first question is in reference to the 
amount of water to use. Much depends 
upon the method used and quite as much 
upon the way the cook does the work. 
Where one cook would need a cup of 
water, because using a gentle fire, an- 
other cook would use two cups, because 
using a fierce fire. Some of the manu- 
facturers of rolled cats advise the use of 
two and a half times the measure of 
water as of oats. Others advise twice the 
measure. 

If cooke@ina double boiler, these quan- 
titles of boiling water into which to stir 
the oats may be eufficient. The one ad- 
vising the lesser quantity makes the 
claim that no flour is mixed with the 
product, although this is to be found in 
that put out by other manufacturers. 

When a small quantity is cooked, more 
water.in proportion must be used than 
when the quantity is larger. And wher 
Bat one-half cup of that oatmeal for 
which twice the measure of water is ad- 
viged, three times the measure will not 
dh found too much if cooked by the lates* 
method. 

Latest Method of Cooking Cereals.—Put 
to cook in cold water, bringing whole 
slowly to a boil directly over fire, then 
finishing in a firelese cooker or by some 
method of retained heat. If half a cup of 
rolled oate are used, add a cup and a 
half of cold water; if a cup of oats, use 
three cups of water; but above this lessen 
the quantity of water a little. 

When quite a quantity of oatmeal is 
cooked it will retain the heat and so cook 
for several hours off the stove, after it 
has been well started, if it is carefully 
wrapped in newspapers and the kettle set 
on a wooden stand rather than flat down 
on anything. 

Scotch oatmeal needs twice the cooking 
by any of the shorter methods than rolled 
oats does, and by long cooking each may 
be jellied. In cooking for a long time 
by retained heat the vessel should be her- 
metically sealed or &s nearly so as pos-

Civic Music Body 
Begins Second Season 


HE Civic Music association is begin- 

ning its second eeason of community 
music. Last year forty-seven con- 
certs were given in fleid houses 

and playground parks. The 4880 
clation also cotperated with the Orches- 
tra association in three popular concerts. 

Plans this year include that of encour- 
aging the public in active participation. 
A beginning will be made in at least three 
parks. Civic music clubs will be formed, 
the term club including various activi- 
ies—children's choruses, adults’ choruses, 
and study classes. 

It is the purpose of the association to 
encourage and assist groupe already or- 
ganized as well as to organize new ones. 

At least forty artist concerts will be 
given during the year, ten parks each 
having a series of four concerts, the series 
where possible to include one program by 
an orchestra, one by a chorus, and two 
recital or chamber music daye. 

—~- 

Local talent will be heard where the 
civic music clubs are organized, and these 
clubs will exchange programs and possi- 
bly unite in a festival program. The park 
rules still prevent a charge for admission, 
and the association, realizing that many 
people would prefer to pay for the pro- 
gram, have established a 50 cent member- 
ship for people in the vicinity of the parks 
where concerts are given. 

The association is cramped for funds. It 
has no way of making money: all funds 
are either contributions or memberships 
of the four claeses following: First, reg- 
ular memberships, $2; second, neighbor- 
hood memberships, 50-cents; ‘third; club 
and association memberships, $10; fourth, 
sustaining memberships, $50. 

Concerts are available for nominal sums 
that barely pay the artists’ expenses. Mu- 
sical directors are offering their services 
for local choruses and orchestras at equal-

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The Rev. F. Scott McBride, state super - 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon league, laid 
emphasis in his address on the present 
legislative campaign in Illinois. 
“The real fight in Llinois will be on 
Nov. 3,” he said. It the United Socie- 
ties, which represent the united liquor in- 
terests, win the next legislature, woman's 
suffrage, county option, and every victory 
we have gained will be gone.“
